riculture Wilson and his. able col- | 


league, Henry Wallace, is the 
most informing short resume of 
the economics of British agricul- 
ture that we have read for many 
years, and we believe the article 


will ‘be perused with interest not, 


only by those who temselves have 


come trom the British Isles, but 
also by any others who wish to' 


inform themselves as to the con- 
dition of agriculture over there. 

There are a great many people 
in.-this country who have always 
looked upon the landlordism — of 
Great Britain as being very op- 
pressive—anhd no doubt that view 
is still somewhat. supported by 
the facts—but the report of these 
two wide-awake American inves- 
tigators seems to take a good 
deal of the edge off that feeling. 
In fact, it is quite evident that 
Messrs. Wilson and Wallace con- 
sider the land laws of England 


and Scotland superior in some re- | 


spects, and especially in relation 
to land renting, to those in the 
State of Iowa, where 
rented on short terms and sub- 
jected to a ruinous system of 
cropping, just as occurs in our 
own country where we also are 
developing the same evil. 

In one respect the land laws of 
Great Britain are entirely super- 
ior to our own. The land laws 
of this country know little else 
than the tape line’ method of 
measurement.

Another feature of the report 
that is'of special interest is that 
which has to do, with the price of 
land. The commissioners report 
that much of the farm land of 
Great Britain can be purchased 
at around $125 to $160 per acre. 
Ow nership in British land at that 
price is not financially attract- 
ive. ‘The landlords realize only 
from two to four per cent. on 
investment, and out of this they 
‘have to maintain the permanent 
;improvements.’ The tenants, as a 
rule, are better satisfied to rent 
land tha to purchase it at these 
figures, and, indeed, ownership of 
estates attracts holders more for 
lthe social prestige which it| pro- 
vides than as a commercial 1n- 
vestment. This is only another 
way of saying that British farm 
land, placed ypon the market and 
sold as a cold-blooded, producing 
proposition, is not worth 
prices quoted, and that the 
trinsic commercial value of 
land is 
appraisement.
